keeling is Idelatry.The like may be inftanc'd in al thereſt of tle 
matters controverted amongſt you, Since they would there- 
fore conform in predtiſe, and only differ in judgement ; why 
might not you compell chem to ſubſcribe the covenant , and 
_ them ſwear with you before God and the world, rhat they 
were convinc'd in their conſciences of the lawfulnes of ſuch things? 
The Scripture bids compel men to the wedding, neither need you 
regard them, whe call your holy wielence a Spaniſh inquifition, 

Furthermore , I am confident that you ſhall not bee ſuch 
enemies to our workes of Swpereregation , as formerly you 
havebecne : For when the King urged you to ſabſcribe the 
confeſſion of Faith, you refuſed it, drawing your reaſon from 
the very ground, whuch hath produced all our workes of ſi

and our Evangelical Councels will periſh, And yet the Anti- 
covenanter will ſay, that the Scripture cals him the good ſer- 
vant that doth his Maſters will: and whoſoever do more than 
they are commanded by their Maſters,get Africans thanks : 
Non amo nimium diligentes. 

I thought to have congratulated withyou,that you are moſt 
hike unto us in Equivecation;for your own ends,to perſwade 
the people to behiev,that w<h your own heart knoweth to be 
moſt falſe. As for example;to pertwade the people before they 
did {ubſcribe the covenant; that it is for defence of the King, 
againſt whom. (you ſay ) no man is bound by the covenant 
toriſcup mdefenſive arms : and that you are only bound to 


fuffer,it his Majeſty. were to invade you. But when they have 


ſat{cribed;then you tell them that they muſt-provide armour, 
to reſiſt the Kings comming to invade you, This made many 
peor ſimple men complain,that they were wronged;and that 
they, would at leaſt be —_— they ſhould do ſo. Yet the 
Scripture is plain for fuch equivocation : for when the army 
ſent by the King of Syzi«,came to Dothan, where the Prophet 
Eliſha was to fetch him to the King;the Prophet came out ro 
them, and ſaid, Thu is not the way neither us this the city, follow 
me.and [ will bring you to the man whom you ſeek, But he led them 
to Samaria,the quite contrary. way.

We fay wel :to this purpoſe, Mentirs in confoſſione yon ſemper eſt 
peccatum mortale.To lic in confeffion,is notever a mortall fin: .

ling belly bclicd her; and yet , here the /anme and ſcandal of 
ycur devour: profeſſion was more than your fin; for that kind 
of ſin is but a wrakyeſſe and 3nfirmity, and if it be ated for good 
ends and intentions,\t 18-nO (in at all.

The like cafe wy fall your ſocietie ,if it be not 
prevented; if your Leckie and bis Collegues be not anthorized, 
it's to be fcarcd thar the focictic of thoſe Siſters ſhall get a 
down-fall. 
I have heard of the great controverſie betweene him and

by me Kings raigne. The DeRors of the Yniverlity of Pars 
Gd done us much evill, the Lord reward them according to their

ſo become Comrt-Paraſites, And their chicfe labour is by their 
dodrine in contradiction to you and us, to corrupt all cſpecir 
ally Noblemens children , that come to their Yniverlitics 3 
and at leaſt once a yeare, make every one of them under their 
hands,to profefe the Kings independent power and authori- 
ty.

But if King Charles follow-the direction ofhis Father King 
Tames our common enemie , your caſe will bee little better then 
ours was at 4 onſtantinople, For after he hath direQed his ſon 
to beware of Purit ans as moſt peſtilent fellowes, both in Church 
and policie, whom neither the Kings favours and bountie, nor 
their own promiſes and oaths can make faithfull and loyall , 
but being above meaſure arrogant, they belch out nothing but 
calumnies and ſcditions,and contrary. to the Word of God fol- 
low rheir owne dreames and conceits, as the only rule of their 
conſcience, he ſayes moſt pathetically.
